statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 and 



3-1 1 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the 
specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re Donaldson Co.. Inc.. 29 USPQ 2d 1845, 
1850 (Fed. Cir. 1994), or In re Sneed . 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 
1983), none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims. 

The Applicant discloses a method for generating a new knowledge base. The 
method receives content to be included in the knowledge base and searches for 
candidate tables within an existing database containing data that may be relevant to the 
new data to be included in the new knowledge base. A candidate API is determined for 
each candidate table and a score is determined on the combination of the candidate 
tables and the candidate APIs. A master API and a master table are generated 
automatically for the new knowledge base based on the scored combinations. 

Kakefuda (US Patent #5,386,498) discloses an expert system for managing a 
knowledge base. Certainty factors are calculated to build a knowledge base. An 
inference process uses knowledge stored in a knowledge base to obtain an inference 
result and update the certainty factors. 

Goyal (US Patent Application Publication #2004/0122799) discloses a method for 
managing a storage system storing databases as storage objects in tablespaces. The 
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performance and workload requirements of the storage system are monitored based in 
a policy. If the tablespace is out of storage, storage allocation is established based on 
the policy. 

The combination of Kakefuda and Goyal do not teach searching for candidate 
tables within an existing database containing data that may be relevant to the new data 
to be included in the new knowledge base, determining a candidate API for each 
candidate table and determining a score on the combination of the candidate tables and 
the candidate APIs and automatically generating a master API and a master table for 
the new knowledge base based on the scored combinations.
